Hill my contribution to gov- 
ernment was increased about five times because 1 had bought 
something tangible. That certainly wasn't equitable. I was 
more able to pay taxes before I bought the house than I was 
afterwards. 


Since I bought the house, 0 have had two children in! 


school. If I had to pay tuition for them in a private school 
of equal merit, the cost would be about three times as much 
as my total tax bill. That takes no account of the many ser- 
vices which arc preformed by city, county and state govern- 
ment;.
